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PREFAC E. 


A short Iife of Vallabhacharya by late 

Prof. M. Q. Shastri, M. A. 

Shrimad Vallabhachary a was born in Ohampakarnya in Raipur 
in Vikram Samvat 1535 and according to another view in 1529. 

X do not want to enter into his aneestry. His family is renowned* 
They were very great sacrificers. Vallabhachary a*s ancestors were, 
therefore, very proficient in Jnana and Bhakti Margas. His father, 
Jjakshman Bhatta, seems to have given the sacred thread to Vallabha- 
çharya at Benares and educated him on true Hindu Shastraic lines. 
He lost his father at the very early age of 11 and seems to have 
proceeded to Deecan where Bhatta schools were satisfactorily proceed- 
ing. It seems tliat at Vidyanagar, two schools of thought decided 
the truth of Upanishadas. One followed Shankaracharya and the 
other Vaishnavas. Tradition says that when Vallabhacharya went 
' to Vidyanagar, the Shankarites were on the point of winning the game 
but Vallabhacharya’s arrival turned the balanee. Krishnadeo Raja o£ 
Vidyanagar and Vallabhachary a showed that the Shankarite interpre- 
tation of the Upanishads was not as it should be. Vaishnavas came off 
Victorious. They all assembled and made a particular ceremony 
which goes by the name of Kanakabhishek, the highest honour that 
can be conferred on an A.charya. Thi*s done, he seems to have visited 
the whole of India three times, and he says that practically the whole 
Indian tradition is going to perish. He saw that Karma ‘Marga 
was not understood as it should be. J nana and Bhakti M^argas 
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were not satisfactory. Karma Marga was guided in those times 
by the Bhatta School or the Prabhakar School ; the J nana Marga 
was in the sway of Shanakarites, and Bhakti Marga was equallyso. 
It had changed into Upasana Marga. It was in the government of 
Shridhar and such other Aoharyas. 

Now, after taking this experience, he. married at Benares 
at the age of 30 and had two sons who are also illustrious, Gopinath, 

and Vitthalesh, After his marriage, he decided to settle at holyPrayag 
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or as it is no w called Allahabad, and in the quiet of Prayag, he wrote 
out all that he had to say. In 1567 Qopinatha was born; in 1572 
Vithalesh. In 1517 he went to Benares and aceepted the final 
Ashrama of renunciation or Vaishnava Tridandaka Sannyasa. H< 
expired in the same year. He has given us a number of valuable books 

He was dissatisfied because true Karma Marga was failing anc 
true Jnana Marga was being ruined. Bhakti had not made its appe 
arance. Philosophically speaking, keeping aloof for some time the mino 
thinkers, there were t\vo schools of thought of whom the absolutisti 
taught that everything that we observe is a phantom, that there ii 
only one all— pervading Atman or Brahman and that eyerything ela 
is nothing but a phantom or fiction. Vallabhacharya had to oppos< 
this view and had to teach pure spiritualism. What he wanted to saj 
was that everything that we witness is not a dream or phanton 
but it is only a form of spirit of Atman or Brahman. He teaches thai 
the Universe is nothing but the Brahman or Atman, nothing but 
the Supreme Being.

We take up this purist school of Vedanta system that every- 
thing is Brahman. How then to account for a difference? Vallabha- 
charya answers that Brahman has innate power in him and by this 
power of intolution and evoiution he gives Ananda complete in itself 

u 

and involved in us. To be more exact, we are not merely believers in 
spirit but in one Sachhidananda Brahman. This Ananda is involved 
ia the soul, It is not patent but latent in the soul. 

*Every soul is working to bring out this Ananda which is 

concealed in liim. So also with the material universe which has 

not only life in it but Ananda also. \Yhen the Supreme Being passes 

his grace, the vvhole U niverse may develop Ananda again and every- 

thing wilt be Sachhidananda. This is Vallabhacharya’s truth in 

a nutshell. To him Karxna, Jnana and Bhakti theory is but a little 
transformed.

Tattva Dip Nibandha and its various commentaries : 

( By Principal J. G. Sh.ah, M. A. ) 

Tattva Dip Nibandha consists of two parts— the Karika portion 
and the Prakasha portion. Both are the compositions of Vallabba- 
charya. The former is in verse, and it sets forth his doctrine in 
a succint way. The latter is in prose — being exposition of what he had 
said in the Karika. Had he not written this Prakasha commentary , 
much of the meaning of the Karikas would have remained obscure 
but the Prakasha throws lighb and illuminates the whole thing. 
Just as Mammata in his Kavya Prakasha wrote the Karikas and his 
0 wn commentary to explain the Karikas, m the same way Vallabha- 
charya wrote his Prakasha, to explain his thought, already put 
in the Karikas. The whole work is divided into three sections. 
1 gr^TP-i 2 & 3 the On the first two sections, we find the 

entire U35RT, but on the third it is only fragmentary i. e. from the lsfc 
Bkandha of Bhagvat upto 122nd Karika on the 5th Skandha i. c. 
the Prakash is not eomplete, where as the Karika portion is complete. 

, Besides Vallabhacharya’s own commentary, there are several

commentary of Vallabhacharya, vvhich requires elucidation. Purushot- 
tamji has not leffc any single point untouched. Shri Purushottamji 
vras the greateBt scholar in the Pushti Sampradaya, after Vallabha- 
charya and his son Vitthaleshji. He was born on the llth day 
of the bright half of Bhadrapada 1724 Samvat at Gokula. He is 
seventh in descent from Shri Vallabhacharya. From his early 
childhood hc displayed his great lovo of learning. He was considerably 
influenccd by bis uncle Shri Krishnachandraji who was an eminenfc 
scholar. Purushottamji studied crifcically the Anu-Bhashya of 
V allabhacharya from him and tho result of this study is Bhava- 
Prakashika and the portion of the commentary called Gunopasamhar 
pada of Anu-Bhashya. After Samvat 1739 Purushottamji settled 
at Surat, frorn vvhich place he continued his literary activities. It is not 
possible to give a eomplete list of his works, but just to give an idea 
wc give below tho lisfc published by Shastri Harishankar Omkarji

Some of these vvorks are in the nature of commentaries and 
some independent works. Most of these are philosophieal. From this 
list it is obvious what a great genius Purushottamji was ! Not only 
did he write these works; but also he engaged himself in a con- 
troversy on philosophical subjects with the Pundits of the day. When 
he was at Surab, he had such a controversy with one Bhaskarrai, 
who was a great scholar of the Shakti sehoo!. Another scholar with 
whom he was engaged in tho philosophical controvorsy and who was 
a mighty genius of the Shaiva sehool was Appaya Dikshit. Ib must 
be said here that in all the philosophical coutroversies, in which 
Purushottamji was engaged, he was alvvays trimphant ovcr his rivals. 

Shri Purushottainji’s style of approaching any subject in his 
commentary was comparative. He was thoroughly aequainted with 
all the philosophieal systems. In his Anu-bhashya Prakasha and 
jS.varana-Bhanga commentaries, we find his masterly knovvledge of 
the systems of Shankar, Ramanuja, Bhaskar, Madhava, Bhikshu and 
Shaiva. Mr. Shridhar Pathak writing of Purushottamji's commentary 
on Anu-Bhashya in thc jntroduetion to his Balbodhini, observes. 
'Suoh a work was never seen by tho Iearned. In making this»state- 
ment, we do not trespass the Hmits of truth. Shri Purushottamji 
Maharaja has certainly boeome life-blood of Shudodha-dwaita philo- 
sophy by the compiliatiou of this work : ( n^srt i

Bhanga. Thss commentary does not simply attempt to explain 

the Prakasha, but corroborates the statements oecurring in the 

Prakaaha by the quotations or passages from extant works like Vedas, 
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INTRODUCTION.

Tattva Dip Nibandha is one of the vvorks of Shree Vallabha- 
chai-ya, the exponent of the Shuddhadvvaita system of Philosophy 
in India. ITis philosopliy of Shuddhadwaita is explained at great 
len^th in his work Anubhashya, whieh is a commentary on the 
Brahma Sutras of Badrayan Vyas. In his Subodliini commentary on 
tho Bhagvat, ho has explained tliis philosophy also. His son 
Vitthleshji and his descendants, Shri Purushottainji Yogi, Gopeshwar, 
Girdharji, Murlidhavji etc. also have explained this philosophy both by 
tlieir learned commentarics on his works and also by their independent 
vvorks. In all tliose works, has b'een discussed tlie problein of 
ultimate reality of the world and tlio sunmmm bonum of life. 


Every philosopher in evcry ago has tried to solvo this problem 
accordmg to his hght. In this world, tho end of all activity ia happiness. 
Tliero is not a single mau in this vvorld \vho \vill \velcome pain. Even 
those persoiiH \vho comrnit suicido do so only out ol utter disgust in 
lifo.

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weU-being is called Egoistic Hedonism. It teaches that the agent 
must, or ought to pursue, his own happiness. The latter is called 
universalistic Hedoism, which regards universal happiness as the end. 
Only the German school of rationalistic idealism sees happiness ia 
the freedom by knowledge. 

Now let us turn to the East. The earliest school that has 
attempted to tackle this problem, systematically is the Samkhya 
school of Kapila. Aceording to this school, Sunmmrn Bonum is 
freedom from pain. Pain is threefold : — i the Internal ( Adhyatmic) 
2 the External ( Adhibhautika) and 3 the Divine or superhuman 
( Adhidwaika). Of these the internal is twofold-bodily aud menfcal. 
Bodily pain is caused by the disorder of the univcrsal humours, 
\vind, bile, and phlegm ; and mental pain is due to perception of 
particular objects. Tlie extcrnai pains are caused by men, beasts, birds, 
reptiles, and iuanimate tliings. The superhuman paius ai’c due to 
the evil influenoe of planuta spirits, good ete. Kelcase from all 

these kinds of pains is thu end of human iife. That constitute 

final beatitude. Thu spirit experiences pain on account of its being 
undcr the infiuencQ of nature. If the spirit isolates itself from 
tho influeucu of nature, it bucomes freu from pain. So spirit’s isolation 
from naiure is tho liberation according to the Samkhyaa. When 

thu spirit realisus thu real uharaclur of nature, it ceascs to operate 
its influcnce upon him. Pautajali naid tlmt thu muans of frcedom 
from pain Hos in the uxercise of confcrol over mind and senses 
li is thu want of control over thufao that Ls the cause of all troubles 
ia thc world. Tho logieiaus (Naiyayika) as.sert that thu knowledge 
ofrightkind which enables a man to diseriminaio \vhat is uphemcral 
from what is permanont can help him to secure liberation from pain. 
That k the vievv of thu Vaisheshika also. Thu Naiyayikas lay 
emphasis upon correct knovvledge, arrived by logical mcfcliods of 
percoption, inforuuce, aualogy and ihu verbal authorifcy. Thu Yaishi- 
shikas require the kuovvledge of sevcu subjects such as substratum, 
quality efco., whieli will explam the real nature of thu things in 
the wor!d. Jaimini ruquirud performanca of sacrifice as a rneans 
to the liberatiou of Paim Badrayan, the aufchor of Brahman Sufcras, 
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indicated the knowledge of Brahman, the supreme spirit for the 
aehievement of the above end. Bnddhism sees a means in self— 
effaeement and Jainism in self-control and penance. To Shankara- 
chaiya, liberation is the removal of neseince by means of the knowledge 
of Brahman. Bamanuja couples the ,knowledge with work for 
that end. Thus various ways are suggested for liberation from pain, 
by different schools. Yallabhacharya, the author of Tattva Dip 
Nibandha undertakes here to offer solution from his own point of 
view. For the sake of convenience, he divides his work into three 
chapters ( 1 ) ( 2 ) ( 3 ) ^mracTP-T. In the first chapter he 

gives the interpretation of the scriptures; in the second, his verdict. 
on the eharaeter of the various scriptures, and in thc third his 
exposition of the underlying meaning of Bhagwat. 

The first chapter contains 104 verses. On each of these versers, 
he has written his own commentary called jrrrt, which elucidates in 
an explanatory manner, what he has stated coneisely and pithily 
in the verse-part, To make clear the srerrer portion, Shri Purusliottamji 
has written very able and learned commentary called eiFnymt which 
means breaking or removing of the veil. The obscnrity of the thought 
in Vallabhacharya’s Prakasha is the veil, which he has removed 
by his commentary. 

The first verse of the first chapter, he devotes to the salutation 
of Lord Krishna, wliom he regards as the Supreme Lord. In the 
second Verse he stated the problem of tbis work. It is as he says, 
'emancipation/ Only the Satvik and the votaries of God, are entitled 

to it. It is for them that he undertakes to consider that problem 
in this work.

Kralunan cannot be 
thus cognised. Moreover perceptuai cognition is very often erroneous, 
due to the defective funetion of organs. So it isalso not accepted.

testimony is not accepted as hut only ihose that lead to the 
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knowledge of Brahman. Judged by this test, our author mentions only 
the following four scriptures as the testimony — the Vedas, the Gita 
( sentenees of Lord Krishna ), the Brahma Sutras, the aphorisms of 
Vyas) and the Samadhi Bhasha of Bhagvat. The Jaiminiya Sutras 
are also to be included in tliis list if they do not eonflict vvith these. 

In the Bhagvat, there are three kinds of languages. One is

ealled Loka Bkasha 1 . e. language similar to that used by worldly 
poets like Kalidas etc. The portion which contains description of time, 
place, fights etc. treated as In tho Prakasha it is lllustrated by 

the line etc., i. e. when it was morning. Such descriptive 

passages do not add to the knowledge of Brahraan. Hence it is not 
included in the category of word ‘proof.’ The other lcind of language 
is called qrçiTcfflrcrr i. e. tlie language in which the opinions of others 
are mentioned as in the example ‘Tiiis was heard frora 

the mouth of Dwaipayana. ? This has no value for the knowledge 
of Brahman. Only the portion called Samadhi Bhaslia is useful to us, 
because, in it, the truth, experienced by the author in his state of 
meditation is depicted. It being so, it can serve as a valid proof. 
Shri Vallabhackarya explains the word Samadhibhasha as Çfflrrsff 

ttt Sueh truth can stancl all tests. It can never be 

erroneous. So in the matter of proofs, Vallabhacharya accepts only 

that which gives us tlie knowledge of transcendental subjeet 
i. e. Brahman and of this only. 

The Vedas consist of two parts :~ # 1 Purva Kanda 2 Uttar 
Kanda. The former means samhitas and Brahman works, the hitter 
means Aranyakas and Upanishads. The subject of tho former k 
Sacrifice and of tlie latter 'Knowledge of Brahman’. According 
to V allabhachary a entire Vedas consistmg of the abovo two parts 
and also of Arthavada etc. becomes Verbal Reeognition. Jaimini 
will accept only the first part of the Vedas and reject the second 
as of no use for religious life. Shankaracharya on the other hand 
accepts only the latter and rejects the former as being useless, But 
V allabkacharya accepts both. He does not take the Veda by half. 
To accept one part and reject another, is nothing but havin^ the

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Vedas or cutting a body into two parts. In Vallabhaeh arya’s opinion, 
both the portions are important and complcmentary of each other. 
In all these four works, the principal subject dealt with is Brahaman. 
So whatevcr doubts we havo about Bralnnan should be solved 
by these four works. These works aro not to be taken as separate 
proofs. Eacli succeeding work sliould bc regarded as supplementary of 
each preeeding one. Any doubt arising about any point discussed in 
any preccding work should bo removed by refcrence to the suececding

In that work, God’s maaifold sports ave described exhaastively. 

So to understand the real conception of God, it is necossary that 
w s hould eonsult the Bhagwata without which our knowledge of 
Brahaman will be only one-sided. The Yedas consider God analyti- 
cally but the Bhagwata eonsiders it synthetieally. It says that God 
is eapable of assuming many forms. Everything that we sëe is God. 
Nothing exists outside God. So even sacrifice and knowledge aspoets 
are not separate from God. They both exist in Him. Thus the 
conception of God is considered synthetically by the author^ of 
Bhagwata. So for thoroughness in the comprehension of God, 
we must hetake to Bhaguvata. It cannot be dispensed with lt. 
No doubt Gita and Brahma Sutras give thc knowledge of Brahman ; 
but they do not deseribe the bliss parts of God. Eor this reason 
Vallabhaeharya adds Bhagvata to the list of the verbal proofs. Shan- 
karaeharya accepts only the Yedas, Gita and Brahma Sutras, but 
Vallabhacharya is not satisfied, with these three only. So to make 
the list complete, he adds Bhagvat, 

In these scriptures three different means for reaebing God have 
been mentioned. In this seetion, Vallabhaeharya only gives a cursory 
glance of them. He reserves them for detailed discussion in the second 
section. The three means are work , knowledge and devotion. Ordi- 
narily they are supposed to be different means Vallabhacharya also 
regards them different, but he says that their ultimate goal, whon 
considered in their real light is one and the same. Jaiminiya lays 
stress upon work ouly as the path to reach summum bonum, and 
Shankaracharya upon knowledge only. Ramanujacharya harmonises 
both thesa into -one concepbion of worship. The teachers of the 
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Devotional seci rogard devotion as the only proper means. Tlius 


divergent 


opinions prevaii among the philosophers and 


thinkers 


regarding the adequate means of reaching God. Each school sticks to 
ono parlicular means, which lt considers to be tho bcst of all the means. 
According to Vallabhacharya, each ono of tliese means should be harmo* 
niscd with othcrs, for the thorongh comprehension of God. Each one 
taken separately is not sufiicient to enable a man to march omvards 
011 tho path of spiritual progrcss. Moreover for the right under- 
standing of any thing, we must look at ib from two points of view, 
exterenally and internally. Thc externai view wili reveal the object 


only -superficially i. e. only tlio outside of il as it appoars to 
the oxternai senses will bc known. This can be known whcn 
the object is vio\ved intrinsically. Our conceptions of work, 

kno\vlcdgc and devotion slioulcl }jo vicnved from both the sides. 
M eie internal vio\v \vill not he adequate to give us complcto truth. 
To say tliat only work is good, or knowledge is good does not give 
us the whole trutli. Thc advocates of \vork or knoxvlcdgo or clevotiou 

did not look at tho problem inlernally. llcnco they have orred 
in thcir judgmeut in rcgardmg the partioular meaus which thcy 
advocated as pur excellenee. Vallabhaeliarya cxamiuos tlie problom, 
iuternally. lu his exatnination, hc find.s that really speaking therc

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Let us try to understand wliat do tliese two mean'? Are 
they botb. identical or different? Shri Vallabhacharya holds that in 
tho case of tho world and the souls, Brahman is both a material 
cause and efficient cause. We shall discuss here some important 

theories relating to this question. 

The casuality of the world is attributed to Nature in tbe 
Samkhya Systcm, and to atoms in the Vaisheshika System. In his 
Anubhashya, Shri Vallabhacharya has proved the falsity of the 
Samkhyaa’ claim in favour of Nature, on the strength of scriptural 
evidence. Some of tlie ohief points emphasised there in refuting 
the bryftpEKPffiT are as under.

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a ipftsra. Nor can ifc be supposod tbafc this acting depends upon 
Prakriti, and consoquently no forco or impulse of creafcing or acting 
is derived by lier from Puvuslia ; because in thafc case, acfcivity will 
coutinue forever and will ncver eease. This argument naturally 
presupposos tho ofcernal relationship betweou Prakriti and Puruslra. 
Bufc the Sanikhyas do not helievo this. The relation betvveen them ia 
not cternal.

The conception of figures prominently in the system of 
Patanjali, who added f^pc as an extra entity to the list of 25 entities, acc- 
epted by the Samkhyas. Kapil, however, does not advance any argu- 
ments to disprove the existence of God. What he says is this, that- 
and in this respect he does not differ much from Kant-there are no 
logieal proofs to establish that existenee, but neither does lie offer any 
such proofs for denying it. This position is bettered by Patanjali 
in the Yoga philosophy. The question of the existence of a Deity 
has arrested the attention of Gautam also; but only incidentally. 
“It comes in when a problem of the Buddhists is under discussion, 
namely, whether the world came out of nothing, and whether the 
manifestation of anything presupposes the destruction of its cause. 
This is illustrated by the facfc that the seed has to perish before 
the flower can appear. But Gautarn sfcrongly denies this, and reminds 
the opponent thafc if the seed were really desfcroyed by being pounded 
or burnt, the flower would never appear. Nor could ifc be said that 
the flower, if it had not existed previously, destroyed the seed, 
while if it had, it would have owed its existenee to the simple 
destruction of the seed. Therefore he confcinues, as nofching can be 
produced from nothing, nor from an annihilated somefching, like a seed, 
the world also cannot have sprung from nothingness, but requires 
the admission of an Ishvara, the Lord, as its real eause. And this 
admission of an Ishvara, even though in the capacity of a governor 
rather than of a maker of the world is eonfirmed by wkat was evidently 
considered by Gautama as a firmly establisked truth, namely that 
every acb of man invariably produces its result, though not by itself, 

but under the superintendence of some one, that is of Ishvara. We

If it be argued, that Brahman alone can not be a cause of

causes, as a wheel, a sticlc etc. Against this, thc Sutialcara citos 
an analogous case of milk. He says that just as milk, \vhilc gotting 
itself converted into the form of “curds” does so of its own accord, 
without an expeetancy of any other means, in thc same way, Brahman 
also while itself getting transformod into the form of Jagat, does not

Shankaracharya understands tha 
word Maya in the sense of jugglery, but Vallabhaeharya says thafc 
it is wrong to charaoterise Maya as jugglery. Maya is nothing but 
one of the powers of Brahman and ifc is subject to the will of Brahman. 
Whenever Br ahm an wills to create the world out of itself for its 

sporb, Ib manifests the world by means of Maya i. e. Power (w?n ^ 
Vftrqçr: i ). So, whenever our author uses the word 

Maya, it should be understood in the sense of power of Brahman, 
which is capable of assuming any form according to Brahman’s volition. 
The purpose of Brahman’s ereation is for sport ( pleasure ) ( ). 

In the second place, in the seoond line of the same verse, our 
author differentiates ‘world’ from 'metempsychosis’. . These two 
are often identified with eaoh other by some thinksrs hut it is wrong. 
There is a difference between and mK. The former is the work o 

Brahman, created by its P ower (Maya). The*m» the work ofthe 
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human soul owing its existence to nescionce. Due to nescience 
the soul forgets her real nature and also relation with Brahman, 
and consequently imagines herself as the docr. Whenever a man 
does anything, he feels in his mind that it is done by liim 
independently of any one. Tiius he attachos much importance 
to himself, forgetting the Divine Power who is above him. Whenevcr 
he gets or acquires, anything he thinks it is due to his eftorts and skill. 
This is because he is under the influence of nescience. This nesciennce 
is also Brahman’s power. In fact, Brahman is the doer of evcrything, 
but as stated above, the man is so overpo\vered by nescietico, 
that he wants to take credit upon himself for everything which 
is done by him, which in fact is due to the divine will. So i>s due 
toMaya and OT is to nescience, Our auihor elucidates thc dilfercnce
